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Foreign Affairs 
Mattapoisett Man Visits Troops Abroad 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

With the ever-increasing possibility that the 
United States may soon go to war, film-maker and veteran 
sound recordist Brent Lestage of Mattapoisett has wit- 
nessed first-hand both the determination and reluctance 
of American troops to the impending confrontation. Mr. 
Lestage recently returned from a 22-day trip to work on a 
collaborative venture between The New York Times and the 
Discovery Channel which will ultimately result in an 
hour-long documentary on "American Power." 

"It's actually this idea of threat preemption," Mr. 
Lestage explained. "Since 9-11 we've been putting our 
fingers out there around the world to see if we perceive 
any country as a threat. This trip was trying to get a sense 
of how far-reaching this threat goes and how effective (the 
War on Terrorism has) been. The most interesting thing I 
learned was (about) maritime intradiction. Since the Gulf 
War, there's been (United Nations) sanctions on what can 
go in and out of Iraq. We've been trying to monitor 
carefully what goes in and out of Iraq since the Gulf War, 
but it hasn't really been effective until 9-11. It was maybe 
60 percent effective before that, now it's about 98 percent 
effective. (American) ships search everything, (so) they

know what's going on there." 

Mr. Lestage was certainly in good company 
during his nearly month-long stint overseas. He worked 
closely alongside Michael R. Gordon, Foreign Affairs 
Correspondent for The New York Times, and two-time 
Emmy Award-winning camera man Curt Worden. The 
documentary crew was given full access to American 
vessels stationed in and around the Persian Gulf and were 
taken aboard a P-13 Orion surveillance aircraft, the 
primary function of which is to provide reconnaissance 
information to the various Navy ships at sea and give an 
overall umbrella picture of land, sea and air activity in the 
gulf. The crew also embarked on a seven-hour flight over 
the Persian Gulf, Kuwait, and into the southern "no fly" 
zone in the Gulf of Oman. 

"We started in Bahrain (and) boarded The Shiloh,"

Mr. Lestage said. "We basically did land, air and sea 
maneuvers with the military. We (also) got a chance to 
talk to people on the ground, and then we ended our leg 
of the trip in Jaboudhi — at the entrance to the Red Sea, 
right across from Yemen, which has been a trouble spot. 
The Jaboudhi government has allowed the United States 
to conduct military exercises with special forces ... prepar- 
ing for any terrorist threat or any mission involving 
landing troops in that area." 

Mr. Lestage said, contrary to popular belief, most 
people living in the various countries he visited harbor 
little resentment or hatred for Americans — they im- 
pressed him as simple and often poor people who are 
supressed and victimized by those in power. "The Presi- 
dent of Jaboudhi (said they have) no oil or resources to 
speak of," Mr. Lestage said, adding that once the mission 
is over, he hoped "the United States would allow him to 
build an infrastructure there." 

Because the United States is often perceived 
through military actions — serving as an ersatz interna- 
tional "police force" — foreign nations sometimes get the 
wrong impression. "We're not in international waters, we 
went inside their territorial waters," Mr. Lestage said. 
"They don't look favorably on that. They've accused 
Australia and the United States of being pirates. (But) 
we're going to do whatever it takes, even if it means 
breaking the law. Based on this whole big threat of 
terrorism, this is what we're going to have to do."

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Although the dictators and military leaders may 
be rich with both money and resources, the vast majority 
of the population in these countries are struggling just to 
earn a living. Mr. Lestage said he noticed there is a high 
demand for dates, making them a very valuable and 
marketable commodity, a "hotter commodity that oil," he 
said. 

When all is said and done, Mr. Lestage said it is 
clear that neither side really wants to go to war. But it's 
often necessary to ensure tragedies like the events of 
September 11 don't happen again. 

"The people there don't want war," he said. "The 
people who suffer the most are always the people just 
trying to scratch out a living like we're doing here ... (and) 
the men and women on the ships just want to come home. 
I only can hope that we're committed to sticking around 
after we take whatever action we feel is necessary to help 
the people who will be displaced by all this. My perspec- 
tive, being here is sunny little Mattapoisett, is that our 
kids still have the promise and hope of a future. Over 
there, things aren't the same. It was an experience I won't

November 25, 2002

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday November 25 
at 7:00 pm by Chairman Patricia Ryan. Also present were 
Selectman Naida Parker, Selectman Richard Nunes, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere.

and wouldn't be negotiating any sale price or deal at this 
point. When the time came to discuss the actual purchase, 
those discussions would warrant an Executive Session. 

With that, Ms. Almeida said Mr. Grant is offering 
to sell an approximate two-acre parcel of land for 
$200,000, with $100,000 going back to the town as a gift. 
The property is centrally located and abuts the Plumb 
Memorial Library, the Rochester Post Office, and the Teal 
conservation property. 

"He's asking $200,000 and he'd give back 
$100,000?" asked Selectman Nunes. Ms. Almeida con- 
firmed the offer.

"The thought was to get more property (adjacent to the 
town center)." 

"I don't want to discuss this until we have a bank 
appraisal," Chairman Ryan said. Ms. Almeida agreed to 
have this appraisal done and come back before the board. 

"This is something that has been outstanding 
with Mr. Grant for a couple of years," Mr. Huntoon said. 
"Maybe there's a tradeoff, because if we're ever going to 
expand the footprint of the Town Hall, there's only a 
certain amount of land available (here)." 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Attorney Peter 
Bogle representing his client A.D. Makepeace Company 
regarding a public way located off Pierce Street, adjacent 
to the Hillside Cemetery. The company wishes to name 
this road "Hillside Road." 

"I talked with the County Commissioners and 
they referred me to the Chief Engineer of the County," Mr. 
Bogle said. "He said it is within (the purview) of the 
Board of Selectmen (to name the road). It was created by 
the county, but it's the town's responsibility to build it 
and maintain it. (We've) asked for Hillside Road so there 
would be some way to identify it." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
approve the proposed "Hillside Road" as the name of the 
road. 

Selectman Parker next asked that payment of an 
invoice for Town Counsels Perry, Hicks, Crotty and 
Deshaies, LLP, in the amount of $7,122.88 be held until 
select department heads had the opportunity to initial 
and approve their respective charges. The board felt the 
departments needed to sign off on these charges before 
legal bills are paid. 

The board next approved the 2003 Alcoholic 
Beverage License Renewals for various vendors in town. 

Selectman Parker took the opportunity to publicly 
thank residents and the local media for their support and

The Event 

Using four wooden transmission towers erected 
on a steep cliff overlooking the rolling Atlantic, the 28- 
year-old, Italian-born inventor set out to prove in 1903 
that man could communicate across a vast distance 
without the wire-based technology of the 19th Century 
telegraph. 

Michael E. Whatley recounted the momentous 
night in his 1987 publication, Marconi - Wireless on Cape 
Cod: "The air was literally charged with high voltage. 
Finally, Marconi went over to the wireless telegraph key. 
Within four minutes it was done. The message had been 
tapped out, and transatlantic radio communication 
between the U.S. and Europe was no longer an experi- 
ment; it was a reality." 

"To His Majesty, Edward VII, London, England," 
read the message signed by President Theodore 
Roosevelt. "In taking advantage of the wonderful triumph 
of scientific research and ingenuity which has been 
achieved in perfecting a system of wireless telegraphy, I 
extend on behalf of the American people most cordial 
greetings and good wishes to you and all the people of 
the British Empire." 

Later that night came the King's response to 
Roosevelt: "I thank you most sincerely for the kind 
message which I have just received from you, through 
Marconi's transatlantic wireless telegraphy."

The messages 
appeared on the front pages of The New York Times and 
The Boston Globe, and congratulatory telegrams "kept the 
Cape Cod (radio) operators in turmoil." 
The Legacy 

In the ensuing years, as radio, TV and space 
communication thrived, the old Marconi station was 
dismantled, and the site fell into disuse. The ocean ate 
away at the cliffs where the towers stood. In the 60s and 
70s, the National Park Service restored the venue as the 
Seashore's Marconi Site, salvaging remnants of a tower's 
base and erecting an exhibit shelter and viewing plat- 
forms.

TICK SEASON 

Both my cat and dog are coming into the house with lots of 
ticks. I thought that the ticks would disappear noiv that fall 
is here. 

Unfortunately, ticks like cool weather. Tick season 
peaks in spring and fall however some ticks can be 
found in summer and in the winter if the temperature 
is mild. 

So what can I do to protect my pet from all of these ticks? 
The two main products available that are effective 
against ticks are Frontline for use on dogs and cats and 
Preventic collars for dogs. Both are available through 
your veterinarian. 

What diseases can these ticks transmit? 
Dogs are susceptible to Lyme Disease and Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever while cats may develop 
Hemobartinella or feline infectious anemia.

Die Another Day. Starring Pierce Brosnan and Halle Berry. 
Directed by Lee Tamahori. Running time: 129 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

Critics are hailing Die Another Day as a return to what makes 
James Bond great, and a sign that the franchise hasn't lost steam 
in its fortieth year. I'll go so far as to say it passed the time nicely. 
Pierce Brosnan is as suave and unflappable a Bond as you could 
want, but the 007 movies of late — particularly Tomorroiv Never 
Dies and The World Is Not Enough — have lacked something 
important: a sense of their own absurdity. Die Another Day largely 
dispenses with all the geopolitical mumbo-jumbo and whittles 
matters down to a revenge plot and a big laser gun. It's the first 
Bond film in a long time that doesn't seem drenched in flop sweat. 
It's a solid if unsurprising piece of work, a perfectly respectable 
spy blockbuster. 

Brosnan gets to show anger, pain, and sexual avidity here in 
a way he hasn't before as Bond. He's after a spy who sold him out 
in North Korea, leading to his fourteen- month capture and torture 
at Korean hands. (Do the math on that: it's been fourteen months 
since 9/11, and after Bond is rescued and brought back to 
headquarters, Judi Dench's M says "The world has changed since 
you've been gone." "Not for me," retorts Bond, letting us know 
that at least one thing — the 007 series — will remain a comforting 
constant.) Bond is stripped of his double-oh status, but he goes 
rogue in search of that unknown, backstabbing spy. It's not just 
"007, you have to do this and stop that before the bad guys take 
over the world blah blah yawn" — although he also has to do that. 
The mission this time feels more like a personal score-settling, 
with the obsessiveness of a Sicilian vendetta. 

Said obsessiveness probably comes courtesy of this ride's 
conductor, Lee Tamahori, who made the scorching Once Were 
Warriors all those years ago and then fell into Hollywood stupor 
(Mulholland Falls, Along Came a Spider). I still thinkhe's wastingnis 
talent on formulaic thrill rides, but it's clear that whatever' s been 
wrong with his recent films hasn't been directorial weakness. 
Tamahori keeps things chugging along, pausing when necessary 
for eroticism or the obligatory tour through Q's gadget room 
(John Cleese, though saddled with some awful one-liners, steps 
into Desmond Llewellyn's shoes smoothly). He also stages a 




fantastic gnashing sword fight between Bond and stinky Brit foe 
Gustav Graves (Toby Stephens, who overdoes the sneering 
Britishness for reasons the plot makes clear). 

Women? Well, Bond has something of a match in Jinx, 
played by Halle Berry with self-aware pulchritude and an 
infectious happiness at getting to be a Bond girl. As the first Oscar 
winner to snuggle into Bona s pecs, Berry sure isn't there as a 
career move — she's there because she wants to have fun, and it 
shows. Another Bond conquest, Miranda (Rosamund Pike), is 
blank-faced and forgettable, and as if it weren't bad enough that 
Madonna inflicts the most heinous theme song on 007 fans since 
Duran Duran's "A View to a Kill," she also appears as Verity, a 
fencing instructor. She trades a few lines with Brosnan, who — 
proving himself a gentleman of unimaginable proportions — 
does not laugh in Madonna's face. 

There's large-scale ridiculousness involving the 
aforementioned laser gun, and a skidding car chase through the 
fragile interiors of a lair made out of ice, and a helicopter whose 
rotors kick in just in time .... Die Another Day has a clear and 
uncomplicated throughline, and room enough for the heroes to 
be witty and the villains to be nasty. I'm still not aBond worshipper, 
but the latest product off the Broccoli assembly line at least 
doesn't stall halfway through. Unlike the last couple of entries, 
this one feels as though it was made by people who couldn't wait 
to go to work every day — people, including Brosnan, who 
wanted to find new things in Bond while harking back to the films 
that made them want to do Bond in the first place. Die Another Day 
is both skillful and playful, and that's about as high a compliment 
as I can give a 007 film.

When someone labels you as "Boston's First Lady of 
Jazz" and alternately "New England's First Lady of Jazz," 
you not only have to live up to the titles, you have to de- 
fend them night after night in front of discerning audi- 
ences with high expectations. 

For Newton native and current Duxbury resident 
Rebecca Parris, the prospect has never seemed all that 
daunting. Once Ms. Parris takes to the stage or picks up a 
microphone, she immediately commands an audience's 
attention and proves herself worthy of the many accolades 
she's earned over the years. 

"It's lovely to be notorious at any rate," Ms. Parris 
mused during a recent interview. "It's lovely to be acknowl- 
edged ... I'm glad to be the holder of the title." 

On Monday, December 2, local residents will be able 
to discover New England's jazz gem for themselves when 
Ms. Parris performs a benefit concert from 7:00 to 9:00 pm 
at Sippican School in Marion. The show will benefit the 
Old Rochester Regional High School Jazz Band. Ms. Parris 
will be performing many of the songs that have made her 
a favorite artist throughout the United States along with 
material from her newest seasonal CD, The Secret Of 
Christmas. One of the songs on that CD is an original com- 
position by Ms. Parris and ORR Band Director Stan Ellis 
titled "Cape Cod Christmas." 

"(Mr. Ellis) came to me with the idea (for a Christmas 
song)," Ms. Parris said. "I was the co-writer who would 
be the trouble-shooter. He came up with the melody." 

A singer and teacher, Ms. Parris has been recording 
and performing for the past 20 years and began her life- 
long love affair with music at the tender age of six. After 
dabbling with "all sorts of music" from musical theater to 
opera and even a brief stint singing rock-and-roll, she fi- 
nally found her calling with jazz. 

"I left rock-and-roll completely disgusted," Ms. Parris 
said. "The music just killed my throat." 

After recording an album with a jazz group called 
Reminiscence in 1983, she embarked on her first solo ven- 
ture, A Passionate Fling, a year later with help from new 
friend and fellow musician Stan Ellis. 

"I met (Mr. Ellis) through a woman here in Duxbury, 
he was a teacher in Duxbury at (the time)," Ms. Parris said. 
"We met, we became very good friends ... (and) we wrote 
some tunes together. If it weren't for Stan Ellis, I wouldn't 
have had my first record. He invested some money and he 
helped get it made." 

Now, 20 years later, Ms. Parris is only too happy to 
return the favor by performing a benefit concert to cover 
expenses to send the ORR Jazz Band to Washington in 
March to compete in a jazz competition. She previously 
staged a similar benefit show in 1997 for the Old 




Hammondtown Jazz Band. 

"The primary reason (for the 
concert) is to get those kids on that 
trip; the secondary reason is to in- 
still some inspiration in the adults 
(to support music in schools)," Ms. 
Parris said. "I come from an activ- 
ist era ... we should be doing the 
same thing for kids' educations. 
We should be getting off our duffs and doing something 
about it. (Mr. Ellis) does something everyday about it ... 
(but) he's been fighting an uphill battle for years." 

The mutual respect and admiration between the two 
musician-educators is readily apparent. 

"Rebecca, being a teacher herself, is always willing to 
help out," Mr. Ellis said. "It's wonderful to have one of the 
best jazz singers come down and give a benefit concert for 
you and I hope that everyone will come out and see her 
and help out our award-winning band." 

"Stan is such an amazing educator," Ms. Parris said, 
adding how sad it is that an award-winning music pro- 
gram isn't getting support from "the powers that be." 

"Parents need to hear (about this)," Ms. Parris said. 
"It's not a fair education. The fine arts are an important 
piece of who we are and how we grow ... (but) I think a lot 
of people are overlooking it. I think some people really 
take (music) for granted. But if the kids don't get music in 
schools, then we're producing robots. The music depart- 
ment saved my life in school. People continue to call it 
extracurricular ... it wasn't to me." 

Tickets for this event will be a donation of $12 for 
adults, $6 for sixth grade students and under. Tickets may 
now be purchased at Lloyd's Market in Rochester, the 
Marion General Store in Marion, Seaport Ice Cream Shop 
and the Shipyard Galley in Mattapoisett, and the Sym- 
phony Music Shop in Dartmouth. You may also call Stan 
Ellis at 508-758-9226. 

Although there may be tickets available at the door 
on the night of the show, Mr. Ellis urged everyone to "get 
tickets early for this very special evening, because they 
will go fast."
